Walton  decries 
recall  attempts

In  the  midst  of  a growing  movement  to 
place  his  administrative  future  before  a 
student  referendum,  student  body 
president  Brian  Walton  defended  his 
position  yesterday  on  the  issues  that  have 
instigated  the  recall  movement. 

Speaking  at  Firing  Line,  Walton  said  that 
recall  people  told  him  they  spearheaded 
the  petitions  because  his  administration 
was  controversial.  They  held  to  their 
position  when  he  suggested  that  their 
actions  would  also  cause  controversy. 

‘‘Now  maybe  you  understand  why  I do 
some  of  the  things  1 do,  not  because  I want 
to  cause  controversy  but  because  I’ve  come 
to  a decision  about  them  and  think  they’re 
right.” 

Among  the  complaints  is  disagreement 
with  ‘‘A  Message  to  the  Men  of  BYU,”  a 
pamphlet  about  military  service  that  bears

Officers  to  he  released 


MOSCOW  (UPl)-The  Soviet  government 
will  soon  release  the  three  American  Army 
officers,  including  two  generals  and  a 
major,  and  the  Turkish  colonel  detained 
since  their  light  plane  strayed  into  Soviet 
Armenia  on  Oct.  21,  unofficial  Soviet 
sources  said  Thursday. 

Neither  the  U.S.  Embassy  nor  competent 
Soviet  authorities  would  confirm  the 
reports. 

It  was  thou^t  probable  that  the  four 
officers  would  fly  out  in  their  Beechcraft 
U8  plane  and  that  the  next  word  would 
come  when  they  have  returned  to  Turkey. 

The  United  States  had  maintained  that 
the  plane  strayed  accidentally  across  the 
border  because  of  bad  weather  and 
requested  the  prompt  release  of  the 
officers  and  the  aircraft. 

The  Soviet  Union,  however,  contended 


in  a harshly  worded  formal  protest  that 
American  aircraft  were  regularly  flying 
"dangerously”  and  "provocatively”  along 
the  ^viet  borders.  It  charged  there  had 
been  at  least  10  U.S.  violations  of  Soviet 
air  space  in  the  past  three  years. 

Some  observers  said  that  now  that 
Washington  had  expressed  regret  for  the 
latest  incident,  the  reported  Soviet  decision 
to  release  the  officers  and  plane  presumes 
acceptance  of  the  American  explanation 
that  the  violation  was  accidental. 

The  detained  officers  are  Maj.  Gen. 
Edward  C.D.  Scherrer,  head  of  the  U3. 
joint  military  mission  in  Turkey,  Brig.  Gen. 
Claude  M.  McQuarrie  Jr.,  his  Aide  for 
Ground  Forces,  Maj.  James  P.  Russell  Jr., 
the  pilot,  and  Turldsh  liaison  officer  Col. 
Civat  Danli. 


Walton’s  name. Opponents  say  that  Church 
leaders  are  quoted  out  of  context. 
However,  Walton  indicated  that  the 
pamphlet,  which  he  did  not  personally 
write,  specifically  states  it  only  contains 
excerpts  from  a letter  from  the  First 
Presidency  and  that  David  O.  McKay’s 
quote  came  from  a 21  page  passage  in 
"Gospel  Ideals.” 

"You  didn’t  quote  the  next  paragraph,” 
<he  was  told  about  President  McKay’s 
statement.  "What  difference  would  it  have 
made?”  he  asked.  To  not  be  out  ol 
context,  he  said  that  he  would  have  had  to 
"quote  an  infinite  book,  which  1 just  reject 
as  consummate  nonsense.” 

Walton  said  that  those  people  aren’t 
really  concerned  with  context  question, 
but  are  concerned  because  they  do  not  like 
the  statement.  He  said  that  he  welcomed 
them  to  express  opposing  views,  but  "I’d 
like  them  to  do  it  on  an  honest  level,”  he 
said,  adding  that  "the  standards  of  The 
Church  and  the  teachings  of  The  Church 
provide  them  with  enough  ammunition  for 
their  arguments  as  they  do  me  for  mine.” 

Also  under  fire  is  Walton’s  Presidential 
Commission  on  Student  Affairs.  He 
explained  that  the  commission’s  purpose  is 
"to  investigate  the  whole  situation  with 
regard  to  the  university  with  its 
relationship  with  the  students,”  and  that  it 
is  concerned  with  student 
"responsibilities”  as  well  as  rights. 

The  criticized  "Bill  of  Rights”  is  merely 
a possibility,  Walton  said.  "We  should  have 
called  it  something  else  or  used  some 
euphemism  so  that  people  wouldn't  get  all 
upset.”  The  administration  is  working  with 
the  commission,  Walton  informed  listeners, 
adding,  “If  it  comes  out  with  something 
you  don’t  like  or  the  administration 
doesn’t  like  you  may  rest  assured  that  kind 
of  thing  will  never  be  instituted.”

In  practical  terms,  the  problem  is 
one  of  how  to  throw  something  away 
without  polluting  the  surroundings, 
Thatcher  said.  It  is  a "people-pollution 
problem,”  he  continued. 

Utah  residents  cannot  entirely  blame 
industry  for  its  pollution  problem,  he 
said.  Thatcher  added  fftat  the 
monitoring  system  of  his  bureau  has 
shown  that  pollution  is  emitted  from 


many  sources.  << 

Thatcher  cited  the  following  facts: 
Eight  wastewater  treatment  plants  in^ 
Utah,  serving  a population  of  about  ^ 
93,000,  are  too  small;  five  plants,^ 
serving  some  15,000  people,  should  be  p 
completely  replaced;  and  18  systems,% 
serving  over  19,000,  pass  wastewaters 
directly  into  the  environment.

ASBYU  President’s  message 


Oct.  31, 1970 

My  Fellow  Students: 

It  is  readily  obvious  that  there  has 
been  considerable  misunderstanding 
within  the  student  body  concerning 
certain  situations.  Last  Wednesday 
night  we  attempted  to  clarify  one  of 
those  situations  by  convening  an 
ASBYU  Convocation  to  inform  the 
student  body  of  the  "BYU-Race"  issue 
as  it  is  perceived  by  the  ASBYU 
President's  Office.  Copies  of  that 
speech  are  available  in  room  438  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center  and  I would 
encourage  those  with  questions  to 
obtain  a copy  and  thereby  inform 
themselves. 

The  student  body  has  a right  to  be 
concerned  with  the  actions  of  their 
leaders.  Some  have  expressed  the 
thought  that  we  have  usurped  power 
by.  acting  as  we  have  in  this  area  of 
"race."  This  warrants  a number  of 
observations. 

One  thought  is  that  no-one  should 
have  been  under  the  misapprehension 
that  this  year's  Student  Body 
Presidency  was  going  to  stick  its  head 
in  the  sand.  We  promised  a year 
dedicated  to  meaningful  action  and  an 
administration  which  would  recognize 
■ssues  and  not  complimentary  tickets. 
As  the  latter  have  ceased  to  exist,  the 
former  have  come  into  focus.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  one  of  the  biggest  single 
problems  facing  the  students  of  BYU  is 
the  "race”  situation. 

It  will  not  go  away  by  itself.  It  needs 
to  be  understood  and  courses  of 
positive  action  should  be  considered. 


Another  observation  which  occurs  to 
me  is  that  we  have  not  done  a good  job 
in  letting  the  students  know  what  has 
been  going  on.  For  this  we  apologize. 
Briefly  let  me  indicate  that  we  have 
acted  on  two  fronts  in  regards  to  this 


We  have  made  efforts  to  open 
channels  of  communication  to  the 
student  bodies  of  other  schools  and  in 
so  doing  tell  it  "like  it  really  is."  Our 
experiences  with  the  University  of 
Arizona  were  very  positive.  We  were 
assured  by  many  people  in  Tucson  — 
including  Latter-day  Saints  — that  our 
efforts  were  a very  positive  force  in 
preventing  a distorted  self-righteous 
crusade  against  The  Church  and  BYU. 

In  addition  we  have  been  trying  to 
see  if  there  was  some  internal  action 
possible  which  would  be  beneficial  to 
all  concerned.  It  is  possible  that  the 
resources  of  the  University  could  be 
used  in  some  way  to  aid  our  black 
brothers  and  sisters.  The  University  of 
Arizona  fact  finding  team  left  believing 
what  we  said  about  brotherhood  and 
they,  along  with  others,  are  now 
looking  for  us  to  be  doers  of  the  word 
also. 

There  are  several  ways  we  can 
implement  gospel  values  of 
brotherhood  on  a personal  level  and  we 
know  the  importance  of  example  in 
everyday  life.  It  is  also  very  possible 
that  the  University,  as  an  academic 
institution,  might  be  able  to  direct  its 
resources  in  this  area.  However,  to  act 
rashly  helps  no  one.  We  should  not  be 
pressured  into  ill-considered  action.  We 


should  not  do  what  we  do  to  appease 
anyone  but  because  it  is  well  thought 
out,  approved  by  the  Administration, 
the  Commissioner  of  Education  and 
our  beloved  Board  of  Trustees. 

Some  have  suggested  courses  of 
action  including  a Black  Recruitment 
program.  This  is  not  the  only 
alternative.  Community  action 
programs,  high  school  tutoring,  faculty 
teaching  at  Black  colleges  and 
universities  for  a semester  are  other 
possibilities  which  might  prove 
feasible. 

To  ensure  that  we  do  not  run  off  at 
the  mouth  with  all  kinds  of  ill 
considered  and  inadequately  proposed 
programs,  the  ASBYU  President's 
Office  has  established  a committee  to 
analyze  the  TOTAL  situation  with 
respect  to  our  alternatives. 

Let  no  one  misunderstand.  The 
committee  is  open-ended  and  will 
attempt  to  assess  our  situation, 
analyzing  the  wishes  of  ALL  involved 
and  the  possible  costs  and  benefits 
associated  with  each  course  of  action. 
The  committee  has  no  goal  except 
analysis.  It  will  not  be  looking  for 
support  for  one  point  of- view.  One 
would  hope  that  the  stature  of  the 
members  might  clearly  indicate  this. 

Hopefully  things  will  now  calm 
down  a little  and  we  can  work  towards 
unifying  our  student  body.  We  must  do 
that  together.  This  is  not  a time  for 
name-calling  but  a period  for  very 
honest  introspection.

ASBYU  officer  urges  no  recall

TJie  philosophy  of  the 
American  democratic  system  and 
that  of  the  Mormon  Church  has 
been  to  support  the  right  of  an 
individual  to  express  an  opinion. 

Brian  Walton  and  Jon  Ferguson 
are  guilty  of  expressing  their 
personal  opinion  regarding 
alternatives  to  serve  in  the  Armed 
Forces  in  a pamphlet  approved  by 
the  Dean  of  Students,  but  such  an 
action  does  not  merit  removal 
from  office. 

In  Bruce  Wilson’s  guest  editorial 
of  Nov.  5,  he  indicated  that 
Walton  and  Ferguson  are 
succeeding  in  destroying  the 
image  of  BYU  by  an  expression  of 
their  personal  opinion.  May  it  be 
known  that  the  expulsion  of  a 
student  from  his  elected  office  for 
expressing  personal  opinion  would 
do  more  to  damage  the  image  of 
BYU  than  any  repercussions  that 
may  result  from  the  pamphlet  in 
question. 

Again,  Walton  and  Ferguson  are 
only  guilty  of  expressing  their 
personal  opinion  and  such  an 


action  is  not  grounds  for  removal 
from  office. 

Bruce  Wilson  contends  that 
Brian  Walton  is  defaming  the 
administration  by  suggesting  the 
need  ”to  delineate  the  legal 
relationship  between  BYU  and  the 
individual  student.” 


THE  WALTON 
ANNOUNCEMENT  reads  that 
this  delineation  would  include  “an 
attempt  to  clarify  current  legal 
thinking  dealing  with  the 
contractual  aggreements  between 
students  and  the  University  in 
areas  such  as  housing  employment 
and  codes  of  student  and  of 
administrative  conduct.” 


Bruce  suggests  that  this  is  an 
affront  to  the  mutual  love, 
support  and  appreciation  of  the 
student-administrative 
relationship  because  it  insinuates 
the  possibility  for  mass  unrest 
among  BYU  students. 

Some  students  may  contend, 
ho.wever,  that  a knowledge  of 
their  legal  position  is  of  value  in 
their  right  to  political  expression. 


housing  contracts,  and  to  appeal  a 
decision  of  the  administration. 
These  are  all  significant  rights  in 
the  philosophy  of  our  Church  and 
country. 

A delineation  of  the 
s t udent-administrative  legal 
position  will  neither  change  the 
purposes  of  the  student  and 
administrators  in  working  to  build 
BYU  nor  reduce  the  respect,  trust 
an(f  admiration  which  they  share. 

Bruce  Wilson  also  stated  that  a 
suggested  student  Bill  of  Rights 
implied  that  students  at  BYU  felt 
that  “BYU  represents  a 
ruler-versus-ruled”  relationship. 

The  ASBYU  constitution  states 
that  the  students  of  BYU 
“exercise  the  power  delegated  by 
the  University  administration” 
which  indicates  that  the 
administration,  in  reality,  controls 
all  decision-making  power.

In  addition,  the  Bill  of  Rights 
would  define  a consistent  judicial 
process  and  help  both  students 
and  administration  avoid 
unfortunate  inconsistencies  in 
application  of  University  policy.

Mr.  Wilson  also  stated  that  the 
proposal  to  study  the  impact  of 
students  in  decision-making 
bodies  on  various  levels  of  the 
universities  was  a slap  in  the  face 
of  the  administration.

Tuesday  evening  KBYU 
broadcasted  Utah  County  election 
results  within  two  minutes  of 
their  filing  in  the  county  clerk’s 
office. 

In  the  experience  of  Joe  White 
of  KBYU  Broadcast  Services, 
relay  of  election  results  over  T.V. 
has  “never  been  accomplished”  at 
such  a rate  by  anyone. 

The  Utah  Elections  Service  ran 
results  at  a much  greater  delay, 
said  White. 

Results  were  relayed  by  direct 
phone  line  from  the  county 
clerk’s  office  to  the  computer 
center  in  the  BYU  administration 
building  where  girls  entered  the 
data  in  a computer. 

In  instants,  at  command, 
results,  organized  and  tabullated, 
were  relayed  by  T.V.  cameras 
focused  on  an  IBM  visual  display 
unit  to  KBYU  studios  in  the  Fine 
Arts  building.  The  results  were 
then  overlayed  on  the  image  of  a 
KBYU  commentator  and 
broadcasted. 


With  final,  complete  election 
returns  now  in,  it  is  apparent  that 
Democrats  have  made  some  g^ns 
in  the  West  and  Far  West.

Governor  Stanley  K.  Hathaway 
received  an  overwhelming 
majority  in  his  bid  for  re-election 
against  Democrat  John  J.  Rooney. 
Two-term  U.S.  Senator  Gale 
McGee  swept  by  Republican  Rep. 
John  Wold  in  a bid  for  re-election. 

Republican  Governor  Don 
Samuelson  lost  to  Cecil  Andrus  in 
his  hopes  to  return  to  the  Idaho 
state  house.  Andrus  is  the  first 
Democratic  governor  of  Idaho  in 
25  years.  Republican 
Congressmen  James  A.  McClure 
and  Orval  Hansen  won  re-election 
relatively  easily.

John  A.  Love  beat  Democratic  Lt. 
Gov.  Mark  A.  Hogan  to  gain  an 
unprecedented  third  term.  In 
Montana,  Senate  Majority  Leader 
Mike  Mansfield  received  a 35,000 
vote  victory  margin  over 
Republican  Harold  Wallace. 

Gov.  Ronald  Reagan  of 
California  coasted  to  an  easy 
victory  over  his  Democratic 
challenger  Jesse  Unruh,  winning 
53  per  cent  of  the  vote  to  Unruh’s 
45  per  cent.  California  voters 
failed  to  return  former  actor  Sen.

Truce  end 

The  U.S. —initiated  cease-fire  in 
the  Middle  East  ended  at  midnight 
Thursday  (5  p.m.  £ST)  and 
Egyptian  and  Israeli  forces  dug  in 
again  along  both  banks  of  the 
Suez  Canal  after  the  90  day 
respite  in  their  war. 

But  while  no  formal  agreement 
to  extend  the  truce  was  reached, 
both  sides  have  said  their  guns  will 
remain  silent  unless  the  other  side 
opens  fire  first.

Housing  offers  tenant-landlord  aid 


As  16,000  off-campus  students' 
signed  their  “Student-Landlord 
Rental  Agreements”  this  year,  it 
might  be  asked,  did  they  think 
about  what  to  do  if  their  landlord 
turned  out  to  be  dishonest? 

For  a few  students,  this 
problem  turned  into  a nightmarish 
reality. 

Fortunately,  however,  this  is 
rare.  According  to  Harold  J. 
Redd,  coordinator  of  residential 
housing,  dishonesty  does  occur 
even  at  BYU,  but  the  problem  is 
more  often  with  students  than 
landlords. 

Some  students  who  are  about  to 
graduate  don’t  meet  their 
financial  responsibilities  to 
landlords.  “We  don’t  have  any 
control  over  a student  once  he  has 
his  diploma,”  explained  Redd.  If  a 
student  chooses  to  be  dishonest, 
after  graduation  housing  has  no 
means  of  protecting  his  landlord. 

Under  the  direction  of  Delyle 
Barton,  residential  housing  does 
all  it  can  to  protect  both  student 
and  landlord.  “Our  goal  is  to 
provide  a pleasing  and  satisfying 
atmosphere  for  a student  to  gain 
his  education,”  Redd  reported. 

To  accomplish  this,  housing 
requires  that  each  landlord  who 
wishes  to  rent  to  students  sign  an 
agreement  with  housing  that 
states  he  will  maintain  minimum 
specifications. 

Housing  requires  landlords  to 
provide  each  student  with  40 
square  feet  of  floor  space  in 
sleeping  areas  where  there  are 
separate  living  and  eating  rooms. 
Sixty  square  feet  per  student  is 
the  minimum  requirement  for 
sleeping  rooms. 

However,  if  landlords  wish  to  be 
competitive  with  new  housing 
units,  they  should  now  have  65 
square  feet  per  person  in 
bedrooms. 

Unless  specific  arrangements  are 
made  with  tenants,  landlords  must 
also  provide  study  desks  and 
adequate  lighting  for  studying. 


Mirrors  must  be  placed  in  each 
bedroom  and  bathroom. 

Housing  has  ten  representatives 
who  act  as  field  inspectors  to 
make  sure  landlords  are  meeting 


If  housing  does  spot  a facility 
that  does  not  meet  minimum 
requirements,  the  problem  is 
brought  to  the  immediate 


these  and  other  requirements.  One 
of  these  representatives  visits  each 
unit  occupied  by  married  students 
at  least  once  per,  year.  Single 
student  housing  is  visited  more 
than  once  a year.  A representative 
will  visit  any  unit  if  requested. 

Also,  the  Student  Housing 
Adjustment  Board  has  been  set  up 
to  settle  any  disagreements 
between  students  and  landlords 
that  involve  an  alleged  breach  of 
contract. 

This  board  consists  of  one 
student  appointed  by  the  student 
body  president,  one  elected 
landlord,  and  a faculty  member 
appointed  by  the  administration 
who  serves  as  chairman. 


attention  of  the  landlord.  About 
95  per  cent  respond  positively  to 
the  request  for  improvement. 
Landlords  in  general  are  anxious 
to  cooperate  with  housing  in 


order  to  retain  their  approved 
housing  status. 

Approximately  13  per  cent  of 
rental  units  are  what  Redd  calls 
“marginal”  units.  The  deficiencies 
in  these  units  are  listed  on  the  file 
cards  kept  at  the  housing  window 
in  the  Administration  Building  so 
the  students  know  before  they 
rent  that  the  unit  does  not  meet 
all  the  minimum  requirements. 

Many  of  these  problems  of 
“marginal”  housing  are  “inherent 
in  construction”  and  thus  cannot 
be  corrected.  Redd  said.  In 
previous  years  the  University 
requested  that  landlords  in  the 
area  rent  to  students.  Many  of  the 
units  that  were  suitable  then  do 
not  meet  minimum  requirements 
now. 

But  housing  feels  they  now  owe 
something  to  these  landlords  who 
first  responded  to  BYU’s  request 
for  help,  so  their  “marginal” 
facilities  are  given  approval. 

The  single  largest  group  of 
housing  complaints  concerns 
security  deposits.  Landlords 
complain  most  often  about 
students  not  maintaining  the 
facilities  properly. 

“The  solution  to  many 
problems  isn’t  strictly  of  a legal 
nature  or  strictly  force,”  Redd 
stated.  Students  and  landlords  are 
urged  to  try  and  work  out  their 
disagreements  about  deposits  and 
damages  by  cooperation  first 
before  appealing  to  the  Housing 
Adjustment  Board.

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'Slice  of  Americana  presented 


The  husband  and  wife  team  of 
director  Charles  and  playwright 
Pat  Metten  has  brought  a slice  of 
Americana  to  the  BYU  stage. 

In  “Twilight  Song”  playing 
through  November  18  in  the 
Margetts  Arena  Theater,  Pat 
Metten  has  written  of  life  on  an 
Idaho  ranch  during  the  early  days 
of  the  century.  Many  of  the 
incidents  in  the  three-act  play  are 
based  on  her  mother’s  memoirs. 
Her  mother  was  one  of  seven 
daughters  and  the  play  tells  the 
story  of  a sonless,  seven-daughter 
family  at  the  time  of  social  change 
from  rural  to  urban  society. 

The  Margetts  ' Arena  Theater 
proves  to  be  an  ideal  setting  for 
the  play.  The  audience  “visits” 
with  the  Swenson  Family  by 
looking  through  the  “walls”  of 
the  kitchen,  the  hub  of  family 
activity. 

We  share  with  the  family  the 
engagement  and  marriage  of  the 
oldest  daughter  Alida,  (played  by 
Cynthia  Oakes)  and  the  personal 
tragedy  which  befalls  the 
newly-weds;  and  we  share  with 
the  family  the  agonizing  question 
of  whether  or  not,  for  the  sake  of 
the  children’s  education,  the 
hard-won  ranch  should  be 
relinquished  for  a place  in  town. 

This  may  sound  heavy  going, 
but,  in  fact,  the  play  is  a 
light-hearted,  warm  dramatization 
with  many  humorous  incidents  as 
the  family  lives,  loves  and  laughs 
together. 

It  makes  for  a pleasant  evening, 
but  a long  one,  and  a predictable 
one. 

Although  the  lines  often 
sparkle,  the  play  never  really 
develops  any  depth.  The 
characters  tend  to  be  stereotypes, 
although  we  are  mercifully 
preserved  from  any  “Svedish” 
accents  a la  “I  Remember  Mama.” 
(But  there  is  a garbled, 
psuedo-Irish  accent  that  would 
cause  any  Irishman  to  wince,  and 
which  spoils  an  otherwise  bright 
performance  from  James  Good.) 

If  any  one  performance  stands 
out  it  must  be  that  of  Ginger 
Woolley  as  the  daughter  Virginia. 
At  first,  her  character  tends  to  be 
somewhat  obnoxious,  but  it  really 
is  a consist-ently  good 
presentation.

Athletic  Conference’s  weakest  offensive  team,  BYU,  going  against  the 
WAC’s  weakest  defensive  club  in  Colorado  State. 

In  latest  statistics  released  by  the  WAC  office,  the  Cougars  are 
averaging  255.2  yards  in  total  offense,  last  behind  Utah. 

The  Ram  defense  is  giving  up  430.3  yards  per  game,  the  biggest  yield 
of  any  conference  team. 

But  the  statistics  don’s  show  the  entire  story. 


BYU  HAS  COME  alive  offensively  in  its  last  two  games,  beating  Utah 
State  and  Wyoming  by  scores  of  27-20  and  23-3,  respectively. 

Much  of  the  credit  must  go  to  the  sophomores  who  have  performed 
so  well  in  recent  games.  Quarterback  Brian  Gunderson  guided  the  Cats 
through  their  second  straight  win  last  Saturday  as  he  passed  for  197 
yards  without  giving  up  an  interception. 

Gunderson  also  threw  the  first  touchdown  pass  of  the  year  for  the 
Cougars,  a twelve-yarder  to  tailback  Dave  Coon. 


COON  ALSO  rushed  for  67  yards  in  the  Wyoming  win. 

Although  the  sophomores  are  getting  a lot  of  the  ink,  the  veterans  on 
the  BYU  squad  are  also  shining  brightly. 

Linebacker  Jeff  Lyman  racked  up  40  defensive  points  last  week  and 
will  be  counted  on  heavily  by  the  Cougar  coaching  staff  to  stop  the 
CSU  attack  directed  by  senior  QB  Wayne  Smith. 

Against  Wyoming,  Lyman  was  in  on  1 1 tackles,  two  of  which  were 
for  losses,  recovered  a fumble,  intercepted  two  Cowboy  passes  and 
deflected  two  others. 

Another  Cat  veteran,  Joe  “The  Toe”  Liljenquist,  did  an  outstanding 
job  not  only  with  his  toe  but  also  at  his  defensive  end  position.  The  big 
Cougar  had  five  unassisted  tackles,  six  assisted  stops,  and  a pass 
deflection.  Two  of  his  tackles  grounded  enemy  ball  carriers  for  losses. 

ONE  OF  THE  top  Cats  all  year  for  BYU  has  been  safety  sophomore 
Dan  Hansen. 

Hansen  came  up  with  two  more  pass  steals  last  week,  giving  him  eight 
for  the  1970  season,  tops  in  the  nation  and  only  one  interception  away 
from  the  BYU  school  record  of  nine  set  in  1962  by  Gene  Frantz. 

Hansen  will  be  trying  to  reach  the  record  against  the  Rams’ 
record-breaking  signal-caller  Wayne  Smith. 

Smith  has  already  established  eight  new  passing  and  total  offense 
marks  for  the  1970  season,  and  will  be  looking  to  extend  his  records 
against  a rugged  Cougar  defense. 


COMPLEMENTING  the  Rams’  passing  attack  is  the  crunching  running 
of  fullback  Lawrence  “The  Clutch”  McCutcheon,  who  last  week  ran  for 
1 04  yards  and  picked  1 1 7 more  via  the  air  ways. 

CSU  has  its  answer  to  Joe  “The  Toe”  in  kicking  specialist  Dan 
Torzala.  Against  Utah  State,  Torzala  kicked  a 57  yard  field  goal,  the 
second  longest  in  NCAA  history. 

Another  record  breaker  will  be  in  action  Saturday.  BYU’s  Chris 
Farasopoulos  will  be  out  to  increase  his  own  NCAA  mark  for  kick 
return  yardage  which  he  set  last  week.  The  Golden  Greek  will  also  be 
attempting  to  close  in  on  several  other  NCAA,  WAC  and  school  records. 


COLORADO  STATE  has  a 1 9- 1 2-2  edge  in  the  series  that  dates  back 
to  1922.  Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth  is  2-2  against  the  Rams  since  coming 
to  BYU  in  1964. 

This  will  be  CSU’s  last  chance  in  1970  for  a conference  win.  The 
Rams  are  currently  0-3  in  WAC  play,  with  Saturday’s  contest  the  only 
conference  game  remaining  on  their  schedule.  BYU  stands  at  1-3  in 
WAC  play,  with  New  Mexico  and  Utah  remaining  to  be  played. 

BYU  edged  the  Rams  22-20  last  year  in  Provo  when  Liljenquist 
kicked  five  field  goals,  the  final  one  coming  with  only  seconds 
remaining  on  the  clock.

Wallace  E.  Allred,  chairman  of  the  Secondary  Education  and 
Foundations  Department  at  BYU,  is  engaged  in  the  work  of  preparing 
teachers  for  junior  high  and  high  schools.  His  department  includes  the 
study  of  educational  foundations,  the  philosophical  and  historical 
aspects  of  education. 


As  chairman,  Professor  Allred  is  greatly  involved  with  new  programs 
of  his  department.  These  include  the  new  “I-Step”  program,  which 
strongly  stresses  an  increased  individual  approach  to  the  training  of 
potential  teachers.  He  also  works  with  a new  program  in  cooperation 
with  Provo  High  School  providing  a greater  training  ground  in 
classroom  experience  for  prospective  teachers  than  previous  student 
teaching  programs.
